DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the Amendment filed 8/03/2006. 

2. Claims 64-76 are allowable over the art of record. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213. 

As per claim 64, line 1, the Examiner suggests replacing "any type of financial security" 
with - -financial securities- -. On line 11, the phrase " , wherein further comprising step of is 
advised to be changed to - -by- -. 

As per claim 66, line 7, "the" is advised to be changed to - -a- -. On line 12, "by 
mathematical calculus" is advised to be deleted. On line 13, "the" is advised to be changed 
to - - a - - . On line 22, "by mathematical calculus" is advised to be deleted. On line 23, "the" 
is advised to be changed to - - a - -. 

As per claim 70, line 85 the phrase "by mathematical calculus" should be deleted.. Also 
on line 109, the phrase "by mathematical calculus" should be deleted. 

As per claim 71, line 33, "can also be written" should be changed to - -is written as- -.
